The final chapter in the life of Abe 


Majors 
is closed, at least so far 
as 


this world is concerned, for life im- 
prisonment means nothing more nor 
less than living death. Still, "while 
there's life there's hope," and that ad- 
age seems to apply with peculiar force 
to Abe 'Majors, v-'ho has some way o; 
other always managed to have influ- 
ence enough behind him to get out of 
bad predicaments 
There has been a 


great deal of wasted sympathy spent 
on this ycung man. who is a born 
criminal. It 
is 
his 
birthright, for 


which he is not responsible. His career 
-is an interesting one, from a 
socio- 


logical standpoint, and points not ex- 
actly a moral, but to the very grave 
necessity of a. deeper study 
c--n -the 


part of the world at larg-e, of crimi- 
nalogy. The proper method of treat- 
ment ot' offenders against the -world's 
good has not yet been discovered. On 
one side -is often the cold, perfunctory 
carrying out of the law, and on

other a sentimental sympathy, tin- 
tempered by ex-act knowledge o" The 
criminal. 


In the case of Abe Majors, the ful-

ment at Folsom 


In 
the Majors' case, there was a 


brother residing at 
Auburn, several 


miles above the prison, who had as a 
wife a very nice young girl—a Salva- 
tion Army lassie. This brother .Archie, 
who had heretofore led a good honest 
life, fell into the way ot' visiting Abe, 
and upon the Tatter's release he 'per- 
suaded Archie to forsake his -wife and 
follow the fortunes of a highway-man. 
While engaged in this diverting sort 
of life Archie was killed 'by a police 
posse over there in Utah, and Abe, who 
was likewise engaged, shot and .killed 
Capta.in Brown of the Mormon -State. 
The judge sentenced him to death for 
this, but with his usual luck he se- 
cured a new trial and Ithe sentence 
was 
changed to life 
Imprisonment. 


The chances are 
that 
before long 


women will ibe sending him 
flowers 


and working to secure his release. If 
he ever does get out, he will lose no 
time in returning to his old call- 
ing. Majors has still another life to 
answer for, though not exactly (through 
any act of his. A 'fellow prisoner at 
Folsom lost his life through friend- 
ship for him, which led to a quarrel 
and finally murder within the prison 
walls. Had these two boys been al- 
lowed to serve out the sentences for 
their first crimes, how much money 
and bloodshed might have been saved.

papers . tells the following illustrative 
of the lonesomeness of life in a great 
city: 


There is in New York a Baptist Dea- 


conesses' Home, which young women 
enter in order to 'be relieved from the 
necessity, of wage earning, and thus 
free 
to devote 
their whole time to 


deeds of charity. Recently the Rev. 
Mr. Williams, woo is in charge of the 
home, on descending the outer steps, 
met a man coming up 
"Are you look- 


ing for any one?" Mr. .Williams cour- 
teously asked. 
The man replied with 


hesitation, "Why—a—yes, I want to 
see a deaconess." 
"Which one?" "1 


d'on't know," was 
the 
peculiar an- 


swer; "I'm not quite sure what 
a 


deaconess is. But I have lived in New 
York so many months without a sin- 
gle soul showing- any, interest 'in me, 
and without receiving, a 
kind 
word 


from any one. And just now I saw 
your sign, 'and I-thought -if I could see 
a deaconess, surely she would speak 
kindly to me!" 
"But you must be in 


need pf some kind. "Can't I give you 
some practical 
help?" Mr. Williams 


asked. The 
pathetiu--- answer 
was: 


:"No; -I need.-nothing. I did -not come 
in to begr. I am 
hungering for 
the 


sound of a kind.vqice. I want some 
one to speak 
kindly 
to 
me!" The 


case of this man turned out as rep- 
resented, and 'is but one of many. In 
another instance a deaconess, enter- 
.ing into colloquy with a resident in a 


tenement house, 'was appealed to in 
the same manner, the woman saying' 
that she and her husband were 
so 


heartsick from 
loneliness 
amid 
the 


multitude that they had resolved on 
committing suicide together. 
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Thirteen years 
ago the lady in 


charge of the 
South End 
Industrial 


School, in Boston, while visiting the 
homes of the children who 'came to 
the 
school, 
found 
several 
families 


where there were no girls to help the 
mother in her work; and in one home 
a 
father and his 
three boys, were 


striving to keep house as the dead 
mother had done. 


She decided that boys 
needed les- 


sons 'in cooking quite as 
much 
as 


girls; so a class of these rough young- 
sters were gathered one 
evening 
in 


the school kitchen for a trial lesson, 
'which proved a success. 


Caps and aprons like those of "real 


men cooks" were provided, and 
the 


boys, feeling the force of their uni- 
•form, 
soon settled 
into their 
new 


work. 


The dishes to be cooked were chosen, 


with especial 
thought for 
the 
taste 


and appetite of a boy, fish chowder 
being the savory subject of the first 
lesson. 


The next year tw*o classes of boys 


from the public schools- received les- 
sons at other cookin-g schools in the 
city, the good work being much .in- 
creased this season. 


The boys take to the work easily 


and 
often 
with .more 
interest than 


their sisters. 
The masculine instinct 


for good food is strong. Every boy 
seems to have some object in view. 
One says: "A fellow who comes here 
for lessons can get a first-rate job on 
a ship some day." 


Another looks forward to Mlfe "on a. 


ranch." Others mean "to camp out," 
or "to. cook when mother is sick." The 
teachers strive to impress all pupils 
•with the principles of 
honest work; 


neatness and faithfulness 
being 
re- 


quired in the smallest matters. 


A little knowledge of this kind helps 


boys to be better sons and brothers 
now, 
and better husbands and fathers 


in the future.

WIVES, MAIDS AND 


NURSES AT WHITE HOUSE. 


moved into the executive mansion. 
A problem wMch will give thfi Presi- 
dent almost as mudh concern as the en- 
forcement of Che Monroe doctrine, as 
soon as he enters the White House, is 
•how he will be ajblo *o find room for the 
members of his personal household. 


•Mr. Roosevelt has six children, the eld- 
est of 'Whom Is a 
young lady in her 
eighteenth year, and the youngest a baby 
who has not yet seen two winters. With 
Mrs. Roosevelt, the family numbers eight. 
Other -members of the household will be 
a nurse, -perhaps a governess, at least one 
maid and a housekeeper. 
This makes 


twelve in all. 
,, 
- 
Mr. Roosevelt has ithe largest family of 


children of any President who even en- 
tered itihe White House, and is therefora 
confronted wl'th a problem which none of 
his predecessors, except Mr. Cleveland, 
had to face. 
In the Presidential residence there are 


only live sleeping apartments. Three of 
those are of goo<l'ly -dimensions, the two 
others are nat very large. 
Wlhlle the 
White House is a large structure, more 
than half the Interior space Is devoted to 
public offices nncl recaption rooms, ana 
oliher Presidents with 
smaller families 
have nsver had room to spare. 
During tais second term Mr. Cleveland 
was confronted with rrmchJJhe same prob- 
lem that will retiuire solution now. lie 
then had three young 'children, and in 
addition to 'them 
and Mrs. Cleveland 


there were six women of the household, 
including nurses, maids and others who 
had to be provided with sleeping accom- 
modations. 
In order to make room 'for all a store- 
room in the tiasement wa.= converted into 
on extra .bedchamber. This was not a 
satisfactory arrangement, (but there- was 
no alternative. 
On the -ground floor is 
also a large •billiard room, which was not 
used during Mr. McKinley's administra- 
tion. 
This apartment may be brought 
into requisition in the .present emergen- 
cy, although the new President is fonJ 
o.f -billiards. In She basement at present 
are -two small -rooms, in which the stew- 
ard and 'the butler sleep.— N'ew York Her- 
ald. 


SOOTH, -WEST AND XOBTD WALLS. 


!y into the kitchen, there being nn ante- 
room between the outer aud the inner 
door. This arrangement is designed to 
serve certain cardinal purposes which 
ever}' housewife will appreciate. First, 
it obviates the embarrassing necessity 
of throwing your kitchen open to the 
gaze of the back door errand caller at 
inopportune moments. Second, this 
nntcroom is n convenient plnce for the 
family refrigerator. Here it is near 
at hand, aud yet not in the least ex- 
posed to the heat of the stove. 


This arrangement also obviates the 


annoyance of having the iceman track 
ncross the kitchen or into some other 
room nt each delivery. Furthermore, 
it makes . it entirely unnecessary for 
the housewife who has no help to stay 
about the house to receive the iceman. 
The inner doors leading to the kitchen 
and tho sitting room, respectively, call 
be locked so that there Is access to the 
refrigerator only. Further, this kitchen 
anteroom forms a very desirable pro- 
tection against storm and cold in the 
winter. 


The kitchen faces south, with a large 


•window midway of the length, furnish- 
ing abundance- of light. Against this 
same wall,' between the window and 
the anteroom, is a cupboard, 3 by 4 
feet, directly over the sink. This cup- 
board serves us a depository for a cer- 
tain classification of kitchen articles, 
such aa te.a, coffee, spices, extracts, 
teapot, coffeepot, etc. On the same 
wall, at the other end of the kitchen, 
are hooks and bar, designed as hang- 
ers for miscellaneous cooking utensils. 
The stationary work table extends the 
full length of this side, exclusive of 
the sink provided with hot and cold 
water. Under this table there Is a se- 
ries of receptacles for crockery, kettles, 
pans, skillets and other kitchen tools; 
also a flour bin with separate pockets 
for the pastry flour and the flour for 
bread. 


The entire east end wall is occupied 


with cupboards, divided Into upper and 
lower sections, between which there is 
an extension of the stationary work ta- 
ble. The upper section is fitted with 
four shelves and the lower with two. 
One division of the upper section is set 
apart for the choice china and the oth- 
er for the everyday set. One division 
of the lower section is the receptacle 
for the stock of tea towels, kitchen 
hand towels, aprons, etc., another for 
general grocery supplies, another for 
pie tins, bread pans, etc. 


The door to the dining room swings 


either way -with very slight touch, and 
the hinges are so constructed tbat push- 
Ing the door beyond a certain poiui re- 
lieves the automatic action,, and the 
door remains stationary, a very desir- 
able feature of a swinging door. 


About midway along the north -wall 


and directly opposite the window Is the 
position of the gas range, at convenient 
distance from all working points of the 
iltchcn. 
Just above the range and 


against the -wall there is ample pro- 
vision made for hanging such utensils 
as are most frequently used in the 
preparation of the meals. 
The hot 


•water tank is set between tbe range 
and the chimney and, being connected 
with the furnace, gives ample heat ra-
